Unnecessary Defeat 


When the United States reversed its 
announced determination to force 
a 
showdown in the United Nations over 
the question of delinquent assessments, 
and permitted the General Assembly 
to adjourn without even discussing the 
issue, Washington accepted a defeat 
which was not necessary. Double-talk 
cannot change this fact. 
It was apparent even before formal 
adjournment that the U. S. had re­ 
versed its position. From the day when 
the U. S. ambassador abandoned his 
country's announced position of an ini­ 
tial showdown over assessment delin­ 
quencies by the Soviet 
Union and 
France, the defeatist mood was set for 
the entire session. 
What followed in parliamentary pros­ 
titution was a disgrace to any civiliz­ 
ed body. Not a vote was taken, not 
even on adjournment, nothing of conse­ 
quence was discussed. In its haste to 
adjourn, the General Assembly didn't 
even take action on assessments to pay 
the operating costs of the 1965 session. 
The results of diplomatic retreat are 
no less disastrous than military surren­ 
der. The United States has forsaken 
any chance of invoking Article IP of the 
charter, which provides for the automa­ 
tic removal of the vote from any mem­ 
ber of the Assembly who becomes de­ 
linquent in his dues for a two-year per­ 
iod.

It was argued by those who advocat- 
ed the softer U. S. attitude that the

Q: How is mental retarda­ 
tion measured or determined'’ 
A: 
In general, 
mental 
re­ 
tardation refers to lower t h a n 
average mental capacity, which 
usually becomes noticeable dur­ 
ing the period 
of development 
in early childhood. This condi­ 
tion 
affects 
the 
individual’s 
ability to function well. and to 
adjust to the varied demands of 
normal, everyday living. 
Alert parents and physicians 
can sometimes notice evidence 
of retardation even in infancy, 
but the signs become more ap-, 
parent during the 
pre-school' 
years. A child’s f a i l u r e to; 
progress and to develop normal 
personal 
habits, 
coordination, 
speech and the capacity to un­ 
derstand and to respond sug­ 
gest the possibility of mental 
retardation. 
Standard I. Q. tests are used 
as an index. An I. Q. range of 
50 to 70 is classed as mild re­ 
tardation From 50 to 20 is de­ 
scribed as moderate retardation, 
and below 20 is considered se­ 
verely retarded. 
These tests, .combined w i t h 
complete medical studies, help 
to 
determine 
the degree and 
nature of handicap and indicate 
the potential for mental and so­ 
cial education and development. 
Q: Can psychological disturb­ 
ances or physical problems be 
confused with mental retarda­ 
tion? 
A: Both psycological 
a n d 
physical problems—particularly 
sight or hearing deficiencies— 
can restrict the learning capac­ 
ity of a child and 
affect 
his 
ability to understand and to re­ 
spond. Such problems can some­ 
times be mistaken for mental 
retardation. For this reason, it 
cannot be concluded that a child 
is definitely retarded until 
all 
the possible physical and psy­ 
chological causes 
have 
been 
thoroughly 
investigated 
a n d 
ruled out. 
Q: What can be done to help 
the mentally retarded? 


A: It ii tremendously grati­ 
fying to watch the progress of 
the mentally retarded. With pa­ 
tience. understanding 
devotion 
and special training it is sur­ 
prising 
how' 
m any 
retarded 
children can be taught com­ 
plete self-care 
and 
moderate 
skills They can become self- 
supporting and actually 
be a 
contribution to society, rather 
than a burden. 
Q: Can mental retardation be 
prevented? 
A: The greatest hope f o r 
mental retardation lies rn the 
area of prevention. 
Concentrated efforts are 
be­ 
ing made to develop vaccines 
that will immunize pregnant 
women against all diseases that 
might affect the normal develop­ 
ment of the embryo. 
The United States Food and 
Drug 
Administration 
requires 
that all drugs be laboriously 
tested and scrutinized rn order 
to ensure the absolute safety of 
their use during pregnancy. 
The newer knowledge of hered­ 
itary factors holds great prom­ 
ise for the prevention of retar­ 
dation and other birth defects. 
Adequate nutrition and care­ 
ful medical supervision during 
the entire period of pregnancy 
offer* 
the 
greatest 
possible 
safeguard to both mother and 
child. 
While scientific research con 
tinues its relc*ntless efforts to­ 
wards the prevention of mental 
retardation, dedicated 
workers 
in the fields 
of psychology, 
medicine, education and social 
services devote themselves to 
the gigantic task of providing 
professional guidance and as­ 
sistance to the mentally re­ 
tarded and their families. 
There are few 
greater joys 
than to see a 
human being, 
"alone and afraid in a world he 
never made,” Pe given a place 
of dignity in a world made for 
him by the humanity and good­ 
ness of man. 


It is probably too late to keep 
the J o h n s o n Administration 
from passing any sort of Medi­ 
care bill it u'ants. But if we 


I could have some open discus- 
; sion of the proposed legislation 
we might get something much 
better than the celebrated King- 
Anderson bill, which is surely

dividual need, and it would ig­ 
nore the tradition of the coun-, 
try. w h i c Ii is to use Slate aid , 
as a supplement lo self - help. 
In the end it would disappoi * 
everybody 
simply 
because it 
doesn’t guarantee an old person 1 
against 
the 
tremendous 
doc­ 
tors’ bills and surgeons’ bills 
that can accrue from catastro- ‘ 
phic 
illness. 
The 
disappoint- ; 
ment w o u l d 
surely lead to 
amendments to the legislation 
at a la t e r date, and then the 
j payroll check-offs would strike 
J hard at everybody in the IS,- 
1600-a-year income bracket and 
less. 
A sensible approach to medi 
cal insurance would be to begin 
by 
finding out 
just 
who 
can’t afford private hospital­ 
ization and doctors’ fees. Then 
a bill could be shaped up to 
provide coverage for the needy 
I that would not saddle the big- 
I ger part of the c o s t s on those 
! who are least able to pay them. 
Statistically, the older people
